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The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees.

Claims 3-4 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 2 of U.S. Patent No. 7,290,530 in 
view of Boecking (DE('120)). In particular, the noted claims of the U.S. Patent include 
all of the limitations of the pending claims except for the opening direction of the valve. 
Boecking (DE('120)) however clearly teaches that it was known in the art to use a 
control piston biased closed by the hydraulic mechanism to close the pathway leading 
from the needle control chamber. Since the two Boecking mechanisms are for the exact 
same environments, the use of the piston of Boecking (DE('120)) in Boecking ('530) 
would have been obvious. 
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Applicants amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
